Claim 1 

The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1. 'The drying-storing apparatus comprising a heating-drying chamber and a hopper chamber 
provided connectedly to the heating-drying chamber" as described in claim 1 is disclosed in document 1. 

Claims 2-9 

The subject matters of claims 2-9 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 
2. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of applying "the vacuum pump," "the heat-conduction 
heating means," "the top cover portion," "the hopper of a collector" and the "valve for introducing the outside 
air" of document 2 to "the dryer" of document 1. 

Claims 10 and 12 

The subject matters of claims 10 and 12 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 
1, 2 and 3. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of applying the feature that "a material to be 
dried is a resin and the dried powder material is fed to a molding machine by a material supply blower" 
described in document 2, and the feature of "feeding a dried material to a molder after storing it in a hopper" 
described in document 3 to "the dryer" of document 1. 

Claim 11 

The subject matter of claim 1 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2, 3 
and 4. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of applying the feature of "cycling a powder 
material" described in document 4 to "the dryer" of document 1. 
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
